The fate of John I). Farlow, pro­ 
minent fanner of Anderson town­ 
ship, rested late 
this afternoon in 
the hands of I lie jury. Farlow lias 
Wen on trial all this week 
in the 
Kush eircuit court on a charge

The defendant testified 
on

own behalf, and denied having had 
a. part in the firing of the barn on 
the Joseph Farlow farm on the night 
of Ju ly 16, and clung to his appeal 
that lie had been fired upon

shot twice, after he had gone across 
the fields in search «>1 the fire, trail­ 
ing smoke which pointed the way. 
All of the evidence in the ease was 
concluded late Wednesday, and only ' 
one witness was used as rebuttal by 
the state. The arguments began this

Prosecutor Stevens opened the a r­ 
gument for the state and was fol­ 
lowed by Sherman Davis, attorney 
for the state fire marshal's office. 1 
Gates Ketehum and Donald Smith 
pleaded for the defense, and John A. 
Tits worth concluded the state’s a r­ 
gument. The

Every argument presented by the

School Attendance Figures For First 
Month Compiled by County 
Superintendent Wagoner 


TOTAL OF 3798 IN COUNTY 


Enrollment Outside Rushville Shows 
Loss Due to Jackson Township 
Discontinuing Schools 


A net gain of 72 children in school 
attendance in Ru>h county, this year, 
as compared with the tir>t month ot 
the school term for last year, is dis­ 
closed by figures compiled today in 
the office of W . F. Wagoner, county 
school superintendent. 


Although the county schools show­ 
ed a decrease in their total, which is 
accounted for by the fact that Ja c k ­ 
son township is without a s c h o o l this 
year, the 
total for the 
county is 
boosted 
by the enrollment 
of the 
Rushville city schools, as the Ja c k ­ 
son township pupils are transferred 
here. 


The figures given out are 
taken 
from the school records at the close 
of the schools for the first month. 
The county schools, outside of Rush- 
ville city, had enrolled at that time

He will be detained 
for questioning bv state officials. 


It is said that the state detective 
has learned that the escaped 
man 
from the infirmary was seen near 
the W. A. Norris home, in the L it­ 
tle Flatroek neighborhood, about an 
hour before his barn burned Sunday 
afternoon. 


It is said that the alleged insane 
man was riding in a machine with a 
farmer, after having probably been 
given a lift from one point to an­ 
other.

The despairing death cry of Mrs.

Mills, murdered

night of Sept. 14 has led a woman 
who claims she 
saw the crime to 
charge a prominent New Brunswick 
woman with the double killing. 
Mrs. Jane I\. Gibson, alleged eye 
witness to the shooting of the pastor 
and the choir singer, declared today 
he is haunted by the dying screams 
of little Mrs. Mills and that she will 
name the woman who assisted in the 
rilling. 
Without naming publicly the guilty 
woman, Mrs. Gibson made her state­ 
ment so as to point the way to an 
arrest. 
“ I could make an arrest now, but 
1 intend to wait until the ease is 
clinched,” Wilbur Mott, special pros­ 
ecutor in the murder cAse told the 
United Press today. 
“ We have a definite line to Fol­ 
low.” Motts said. 
“ I know of no 
reason why we should discredit the 
story told by Mrs. Jane Gibson who 
says she was an eye witness of the 
killing. 
“ There is a difference between an 
arrest and a conviction. 
1 prefer 
to wait until we have clinched evi­
